Police, after an Investigation, ex­ 
pressed the belief that the pair en 
tered a suicide pact and th at Cowan 
murdered the girl and tried to end his 
own life w hen she changed her mind 
The bodies were found by Mrs. Ada 
Burton, m other of the slain girl, when 
she returned from a shopping trip In 
the neighborhood. 
Miss B urton was

iree with its gaily colored decorations 
and tinsel. 
Her hands were clutched 
at her throat. 
Not far away lay Cowan, bleeding 
profusely and m oaning incoherently.
